Siclan-astronaut Dr. Joseph Ker- 
win took samples from himself and 
the other two Skylab crewmen 
Starting a series of medical, earth 
resources amd astronomy experi- 
ments that may bring many bene- 
fits to mankind. 

“Be advised, Joe just drew blood 
from all three of us and that it 
went very ," Commander 
Charles Conrad Jr. told Mission 
Control after the spacemen awak- 
ened in their orbital lab an hour 
later than planned. 

When the control centre received 
no response on its first wakeup call, 
officials decided to let Conrad, Ker- 
win and Paul Weltz sleep as long 
as they wanted. 

The three astronauts have turned 
the elght-compartment assembly 
into a liveable house. They cooked 
breakfast in their wardroom for the 
first time yesterday morning and 
planned to move into three private 
bedrooms last night.
